ing three of her own children

two husbands.

ate, which, while it may not always 
act wisely, will not 
designedly act 


viciously and will seldom do so even 
by mistake. 


"The adoption of an initiative and 


referendum amendment to o-ir con- 
stitution would not change tbe form 


f our government. It would not nec- 
ssarily change anything that is good 
n our legislative sjstem, for as long 
as the legislature acted for the peo- 
ple it would not be necessary for the 
leople to use their veto power over 
egislaticn or initiate legislation for 
hemselves. 
The fact that the peo- 


ple could at will exeicise the veto 
and the initiative powers would be 
sufficient to 
keep corrupting 
influ- 


ences away from the legislature and 
to make the members of the legisla- 
ture careful in all its actions " 


Atter 
discussing 
the 
details of 


method, Judge Brantly said tKat the 
initiative and referendum woa'd de- 
stroy 
the opportunity 
for 
corrupt 


practices by dissipating the money in- 
fluence, and would in large measure 
take away entirely the inducements 
which designing and corrupt men now 
have for going into the legi^latu-e. 
The actual, independent power of the 
legislature would be swept away, and 
trade and 
jobbery would be much 


more 
difficult. 
The citizen 
would 


have no cause to complain of any 
one but himself in case tnmgs should 
go wrong. The honesty and judicious- 
ness of legislation would be gauged 
by the honesty and intelligence of the 
people, and the responsibility would 
rest upon them alone if we did not 
then have a government 'of the peo- 
ple, by the people for the people."

3. Corrupt practices act, Yes, 


417,311; Xo, 122,168. 
In each case 


the vote was more than 3 to 1 in 
favor of the measure voted on. But 
in Illinois the legislature has the last 
sav about measures voted on by the 
people 


The Illinois legislature refused to 


listen to the voters who asked for 
the initiative and lefercndum; it re- 
fused 
to 
submit 
a 
constitutional 


amendment for the initiative and ref- 
endum 
Is that "majority" rule? 
Is 


it "representative goveminent?" The 
legislature "represented" the 123 10."5 
who voted against direct legislation, 
and refused to "represent" the 443,- 
50. 
r> who voted for it. 
The will of the majority 
should 


make the law, but in Illinois the will 
of the minoiity makes the law. The 
votois got from the legislature a t,ort 
of cr-il service law; but they did not 
get A coirupt practices law find did 
not get the initiative and referendum. 
And Big Business will tell you that 
Illinois has a "representative" gov- 
ernment—because it "represents" Big 
Business. 
But where do the people 


got their representation?
